Sec. 2,007 makes an offer to fulfill any pre- 
requisite to votin 1—— to its perform- 
ance, and Sec. 2, mposes fines on judges of 
elections who refuse to receive the vote east 
under the preceding sections. These sections 
are in execution of the Fifteenth Amendment, 
but they are so comprehensive that they 

INCLUDE ALL CITIZENS, 
free-born as well as those who have been slaves, 
and they apply to ali local as well as geveral 
elections. Where is the constitutional warrant 
for the enactment of these jaws? Two pro- 
visions have been cited as warranting it in the 
very remarkable document, veto No. 1, 
which we lately had the honor to reeetve from 
his Exceliency the President; and be is 
about equally unfortunate in his reference 
to the law in veto No.2. First, be eites Art. 
1, Sec. 4, of the Constitution. The Fifteenth 
Amendment does not support these statutes, 
but the statutes go further, and undertake to 
regulate the right of every citizen to vote, no 
matter what his color or what his previous con- 
dition, The Supreme Court has decided that 
these provisions are uncodstitutional; that thé 


Fifteenth Ameodment confers no right upon /

THE DARIEN CANAL, 
MEBTING OF THE INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS.

MILLING AND IMPROVED METH-

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BEACONSFIELD’S BLUNDERS 

It is probably the case at this time that, if 
the Bzaconarrutp Cabinet were forced to ap- 
peal to the country, the Liberal party of En- 
gland would be returned to power. The 
National vanity, which was at first so highly 
flattered by the Impérial system inaugu- 
rated by Lord Briconsrieip, seems now to 
have been laid aside, and Englishmen begin 
to count the cost and appreciate the results 
of the various misunderstandings and wars 
in different parts of the world which this 
gystem,has brought upon them. It is easily 
seen now that this system, by which it was 
suppesed England would regain all her 
former superiority in the affairs of the world, 
has already resulted in creating unnecessary 
jealousies, in embroiling her, without ade- 
quate benefit, with many nations who were 
previously on friendly terms with her, and 
that, in the necessary interest which these 
difficulties excite, the material prosperity of 
the country is lost sight of. 

‘The primary and most important cause of 
this dissatisfaction is to be found in the fact 
that the results of the Berlin Treaty are just 
now making themselves generally known. 
These results were foretold by the leading 
Liberals ; but the enthusiasm caused by Lord 
Beaconsrreip’s curbing Russian ambition, 
asit was supposed, was so great that such 
warnings have met with derision. The idea 
that Russia was to govern her action by the 
demands of the British Oabinet was too grat- 
ifying to National vanity to permit of sober 
reflection. It is now apparent that, by the 
blundering of Lord Brzaconsrretp at Berlin 
in separating Northern from Southern Bul- 
garia, or Kast Roumania, and in permitting 
the occupation of the latter for so long by 
Russian armies, the way has been prepared 
for Russia to regain at any moment, and 
with greater permanency, all that she lost by 
the Treaty of Berlin. By the aid of Rus- 
sian arms aod Russian instructors, the pop- 
ulation of East Roumania is now fully armed 
and prepared for war, whenever the 
Turks, in accordance with the treaty, 
attempt to enter the country, and it 
is probable that the Turks have not suff. 
cient power to compel their obedience, In- 
stead of making Bulgarians the friends of 
England, as might easily have been done by 
freeing the entire Bulgarian race, Lord 
Bxaconsrrep has, by leaving one portion of 
the race subject to ‘Turkish rule, incurred 
the bitterest hatred of the whole. By their 
aid, Russia now possesses an open door to 
Constantinople whenever she desires it, and 
the Bulgarians are able to furnish her at 
need with a well-equipped army of at least 
twenty-five thousand men. In addition to 
the Bulgarian troubles, which are liable at 
any moment to change into active hostilities, 
the other results of ‘the treaty are eqnally 
unsatisfactory. ‘The territory assigned by 
the treaty to Greece is still held by Turkey, 
who shows every disposition to retain the 
most valuable portion at all hazards. The 
acquisition by England of the Island of 
Cyprus proves to be a costly, barren, and 
useless responsibility. The protectorate over 
Asiatic Turkey, ceded by the Sultan to En- 
gland, and acquiesced in by the European 
Powers at Berlin, has, from its very imprac- 
ticability, become a dead letter. 

Next in importance, as a cause for dissatis- 
faction, is the war with the Zulus, now being 
waged in South Africa. The causes for this 
war existed solely in the timid imagination 
of Sir Banrin Fnunx, the English High Com- 
missioner, and it was commenced by him 
with such inadequate means and in so hap. 
hazard a manner that the reasons for the 
disasters which the English troops have sus- 
tained are easily understood. Viewed from 
a military standvoint, it may be doubted if 
the mistakes of Lord Cuetmsronp, the im- 
mediate eommander of the British force, 
have ever been surpassed. The horrible 
massacres of English soldiers in large num- 
bers as Isandlwhana, Intombe, and Kambula 
Kop, occurring as they did m such rapid 
succession, have aroused a storm of 
indignation not only against Sir Bar- 
Tn Farin and Lord Caxnmsrorp, bat 
against the British Cabinet, which, while 
itself censuring Sir Bartue Frere, still per- 
siste, notwithstanding the plain wish of the 
country, in retaining both of them in power. 
The fact is recognized that after six months 
of war, commenced by an invasion of Zulu- 
land, and after the sacrifice of. many hun- 
dred lives and millions of treasure, the Brit- 
ish army is still unable to penetrate the ter- 
ritories of Cxerzwayxo, and that up to this 
time every sacrifice made has been useless. 

The war in Afghanistan, due solely to the 
inauguration of the Lord Braconsrrenp 
„Imperial system,” has been without serious 
disaster, but, owing to the difficulty of trans- 
porting supplies, it is doubtful if the English 
columns can advance farther than the points 


Saaw has no guard other than a small party 
of native Indian troops, his life is practically 
subject to the caprice of the brutal monster 
who, within a few months, has murdered 
more than a hundred of his own relatives. 
Although the Bxraconsrrztp Government 
cannot be held accountable for this condition 
of affairs, yet these affairs only serve to make 
more intense the growing dissatisfaction

TAXING CREDITS IN CALIFORNIA. 

It will be remembered that the new Con- 
stitution of California makes radical changes 
in the system of taxation, the point aimed at 
being to reach the banks and other financial 
institutions, Upon this subject the new 
school of legislators in the California Oon- 
vention have pushed their theory to its full 
extremity. They have resolved that money 
is property to be taxed as other property, 
and that the capital stock, deposits, and all 
other credits held by banks and other corpo- 
rations shall be assessed and taxed at their 
full value. The main argument for this sys- 
tem is, that by collecting taxes of these in- 
stitutions they will reduce taxation, especial- 
ly to the poorer classes of society. To illus- 


trate the fancied expectations and representa. | 


tions of those who insisted upon this new 
system of taxation, we give one of the tables 
comparing the taxable value of the assets of 
the banking establishments of San Francisco 
in 1878, and of the same institutions under 
the new system. The change is striking and 
suggestive. Here are the comparative fig- 
urea:

$459,790, on which the tax, at 2 per cent, 
was $9,195. Under the new system these 
savings banks will be assessed to the sum of 
$40,982,824. Assuming that the tax will be 
reduced to 14 per cent, the ) tax to 
be paid by them will be $614,742.

80 long as there is a borrower, so long must 
he pay every tax and charge on the loan, no 


matter what may be the form of that tax. 

California has also invented a new 
scheme of taxing mortgages;It levies a tax 
on the mortgage, and reduces the taxable 
value of the mortgaged premises to the sum 
of the mortgage. The outcome of this will 
be the collection of reduced revenue from 


the mortgaged property; that isall There 
will be no more loans on mortgage except 
under such contracts as will justify the 
mortgagee in paying the tax, and any such 
contracts will bankrupt the borrower in a 
very brief time. 

The State of Illinois has just passed 
through a six years’ trial to enforce a system 
of taxing credits. The trial has proved to 
be an utter failure,—wholly abortive. It 
has cost the farmers and other borrowers in 
this State many millions annually, without 
collecting a cent of revenue, Such has been 
the fate of all such measures wherever they 
have been tried, and will undoubtedly prove 
the result in California, though the attempt 
to enforce it and the threat that it will be 
enforced will cost the debtor and the bor- 
rowing and the wages class many millions 
of dollars, without the least compensating 
advantage.

It had been 
carefully considered, aud in its preparation the 
Committee nad had the assistance of experts 
and persons of long exverience in revenue mat- 
ters, as well as suggestions from the State 
Board of Equalization. He believed it would 
be the only important law in regard to taxation 
which couid be passed at this session. its im- 

rtance was, therefore, evident. The Joint 

venue Committee received much aid in the 
preparation of the bill from Senator Wilson, 
who was a County Cierk for half a generation. 

Througd an error in the dispatches, when this 
bill was last considered, it was stated that the 

‘estimated amount of saving each year in the 
matter of making up the assessment-books 
would be in the State from $4,000 to $5,000. It 
should bave been stated that the amount would 
be from $400,000 to $500,000per annum. Under 
it real estate will be assessed but once in four 
years, but it contains provisions for securing 
anv proper revision of an individual assessment 
in the intervals.

THE LATE GALE---LOSS OF A LIFE. 

The severe northerly gale of Wednesday night 
Was productive of one fatal mishap and a few 
minor accidents, so far as this latitude was con- 
cerned. The sea ran high, and vessels that 
were out in the plow bad a rough time of it. 

A young seaman who recently came to this 
city from New York, and shipped on the schr 
J. W. Brown, was lost overboard nicht before 


last from that vessel while she was riding 
out the gale off Grosse Point. The 
Brown was loaded with cedar posts, 
and when she dropped ber anchors labored 
heavily in the sea, and the unfortunate man 
was rolled off the deck-load into the sea, and 
quickly disappeared before any assistance could 
be rendered him. His pame was not ascertained, 
He was an entire stranger to the Captain and 
crew, and, not being a member of the Seamen’s 
Union, there is uo record to indicate who he 
was. The Brown was towed inte port about 
4:30 p. m. yesterday with her flag at half-mast. 

About 10:30 o’clock yesterday morning a gen- 
tleman called at the Chicago Avenue Police Sta- 
tion and reported that a vessel was off the Ma- 
rine Hospital flying a signal of distress. Officer 
John Stift promptly reported the matter to 
Capt. St. Peter; at the Life-Saving Station, and 
the latter immediately summoned the tug Pro- 
tection to tow the eelf-bailing surt-boat to the 
reported scene of danger. ‘The life-saving crew 
of nine men were all ready to assist any mariners 
in distress, and the Protection left the new Gov- 
ernment pier at 11 o’clock, with the life-boat in 
tow. The Hospital was soon reached, 
though the high and the wind 
blew hard from the north, ,but no 
distressed vessel was to be found, and the tug 
went on to Grosse Point in a vain search for the 
supposed unfortunate craft. The Protection re- 
turned about 3 p. m. her absence all 
sorts of rumors were afloat regarding the mat- 
ter, and it was said the Oliver Culver was the 
eraft in trouble, but that report proved untrue, 
as did others. It is presumed that the 
gentleman who made the report at the 
Chicago Avenue Police-Station saw the 
flag of the schr J. W. Brown at 
balf-mast, when she was off Grosse Point, 
and mistook that mark of respect (for the sailor 
who was lost overboard) for a signal of distress. 
The error made some trouble and cost Uncle 
Sain about $50,—the amount that the Vessel- 
Owners’ Towing Company will probably get for 
the service of the Protection. 

The Captain of the schr Leonard Hannah re- 
ported that he experience.! a rougb time durin 
the gale, and had about $400 wortn of telegrap 
poles swept from the deck of his vessel, 

The schr Charley Hibbara arrived in yester- 
day from Kewaunee with ties, and her Captain 
stated that the weather was very heavy Wednes- 
day, but he did not meet with any p. 

Several other masters reported the gale as 
severe, and the weather thick and sea heavy. A 
few bookers suffered slicht loss in deck-loads 
and canvas, but no other serious disasters than 
those above given were reported. 

Considerable diflicalty was had by some ves- 
sels in making the entrance to the barbor night 
before last and yesterday morning, but no acci- 


| dents occurred while the crafts were getting in. 


COLLISIONS ON THE RIVER. 

A damaging and exciting collision occurred in 
the river near Lake street bridge yesterday 
forenoon. The tugs Gardner and Butler were 
towing the schr H. A. Kent, lumber-laden, up 
the river, the first-named ‘tug having the bow- 
line, and the other tug was astern. They were 
running toward the west draw of the bridge, and 
when near it were balled by the bridge-tender. 
The tugs checked up, but not enough to prevent 
the Kent from taking a sheer toward 
the schr Topsy. 1 of the bridge, 
and crashing Into ber with great force. ‘The 
jibboom of the former tore away the foremast 
and toretopmast, fore-rigging, jibboom, stays, 
etc., of the latter, and put her in a sorry plight. 
The Gomere will cost about $200. The Kent 
was slightly injured. The tag Parker had ‘the 
Topsy in charge at the time of the accident, 
which was said to be unavoidable under the cir- 
cumstances. The collision was witnessed by a 
good many persons who were on the bridge 
and approaches at the time, and considerable 
excitement ensued. 

The schr Oliver Culver, in tow of the tug 
American Eagle, tried conclusions with State 
street bridge yesterday afternoon and lost her 
horn. The bridge was shaken up alittle, but 
not injured,

TROUBLE IN THE 
POOL. 

There seems to be no peace for the grain-cargo 
insurance-pool. it was stated on reliable au- 
thority yesterday that an agent, or agents, had 
written a contract at less than pool rates, and 
when the Executive Committee come to look 
into the matter it will be explained that it was 
done in order to prevent non-pool cumpanies 
from getting the business. Last winter, when 
the pool was organized, the Executive Committee 
would not allow agents to issue certificates cov- 
ering harbor and lake risks to Buffalo. Ship- 

rs desired it, so they could close up their 

usiness and draw on the consignees for the 
amount of the expenses. The refusal preju- 
diced the shippers against the I, and they 
proceeded to sit down on that y by contract- 
ing with the agents of non-pool companies, 
and are now paying better rates than 
the pool compauſes are asking. It 
was reported that certain pool agents 
are getting desperate, and maki contracts 
without permission, expecting a whitewash for 
the reason above given. ‘The matter is .ikely to 
cause trouble, and mayhapa breaking up of 
the present combination, though the cast-iron 
policy is a good binding one. 


A VERY BIG JAM. 

The biggest and most provoking jam that bas 
occurred in Chicago River for many seasons was 
that at South Halsted bridge yesterday. It 
commenced at 8 p. m., and at 12 last 
night was not over. The large prop Conestoga, 
grain laden for Erie, and drawing about fourteen 
feet of water, got stuck in the south draw of 
the bridge in coming down from élevator, for 
the reason that there was not water enough for

Due credit is given the city’s servants 
in charge of these works, to whose experience, 
faithfulness, and skill is due the regularity and 
certainty of the water supply. The report then 
proceeds to notice the important subject of 
CONSUMPTION AND WASTB 
in this wise: 

The construction and maintenance of our 
system of water supply, together with the reve- 
nue derived therefrom, still continues to bea 
question of much importance. The rapid in- 
crease in the consumption and the relative pro- 
portionate waste of water approaching so nearly 
the full capacity of our pumping machinery, 
suggests that additional power will be required 
at no distant day. In view of the fact that it 


would require nearly two years to construct and 


put in position, ready for use, new pumping 
engines, and that before the end of this time 
(judging by the average of the past seven years) 
the whole pumping capacity of the pumps 
would be requirea to furnish the daily supply of 
water, leaving no margin for accidents which 
are liable to occur. It would, therefore, seem 
criminal to neglect or delay preparations for se- 
curing to the city such power and such ma- 
chinery as will not only meet the daily growing 
demand, but sufficient at all times for the most 


extreme emergency. 

The total number of feet of water-pipe laid 
last year was 28,380, at a cost ot $77,617. The 
total number of miles of water-pipe is now 430. 
The income from the 3 last year was 
$944,190, the total income since the works 
started, February, Pt 99,411,508, and the total 
cost of the Water-Works to the close of the 

ear, $8,431,000. The works were paid for by 

per-cent water loan bonds, outstanding 
$622,000; 7-per-cent bonds, outstanding -

On the subject of a re- 
duction of water-rates, the Mayor suggests that 
10 per cent be deducted.on all amounts paid 
within thirty days from the date such tax be- 
comes due, 5 per cent on all paid within thirty 
days thereafter, the full amount of assessment 
to be collected on all taxes remaining unpaid 
after that date. The matter has, however, been 
settled by ordinance of the Council making a 
reduction of 25 per cent in frontage charges.

The Rev. Henry M. Paynter was bora at 
Williamsport, Pa., in the year 1827. and gradu- 
ated at Jeflerson College, Pennsylvania, in 1847.

New Orleans, both of which were declined, but 


he shortly after accepted a call to Vicksburg, 
Miss. Mr. Pavater’s minteterial labors at Vicks- 
burg were attended with marked success, the 
church over which he had charge rapidly grow- 
ing to be one of the strongest in the State, both 
in numbers and religious influence. Owing to 
failing health Mr. Paynter was obliged to resign 
his charge in 1854, after three years of fruitiul 
service. After a short period of rest he accept- 
ed a call to Ne Mo., where he labored 
til] 1862, when the breaking out of the Rebellion 
severed the connections between himself and 
church, he being taken vrisoner by the Fed- 
erale and tried oa a charge of con- 
spiracy; he, failing to give an uncondtional 
support to Uniovism. „Heu Mr. Paynter 
was seut to Boston for „and while, under 
military surveillance heid a series of very suc- 
cessful revival-meetings. He was shortly re- 
leased, no specific charge being made, and from 
Boston he turned his course westward, holding 
revivals in all the principal cities of Virginia, 
Kentucky, Missouri, Iowa, and Illinois. ‘The 
miniwstrations of Mr. Pavuter in Chicago dates 
from 1873, his first charge being a branch of the 
Third Presbyterian Church,—Campbeil Park 
Chapel,—and * recent connections have been 
with Calvary Tabernacle. Since resigning bis 
latter charge. Mr. Paynter has been prosecut- 
ing his evangelistic labors in Canada.

FISH-BREEDING. 


Gratifying Results of the Efforts te Stock 
Our Lakes with Good Fish. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Maprson, Wis., May 15.--The Wisconsin 
State Fish Commission this spring have had 
hatched at the Milwaukee and Madison hatch- 
eries, and distributed, 10,000,000 Lake Michigan 
whitefish. These have deen planted at various 
points in the lake. Some 4,000,000 Mackinaw 
trout have been planted this season in large in- 
land lakes and favorable spots in Lake Michi- 
gan. Five hundred thousand Lake Mendota 
whitefish have been distributed in the larger 
lakes of Eastern Wisconsin. There isa very large 
demand for these fish this year. The Commission 
have 50,000 Mackinaw Strout at Nine Springs 
for distribution to private parties who desire 
them as breeders. Mr. Welch is corre 
with Seth Green with a view of obtain - 
000 eels from Hudson River. These will re- 
planted in the small inland lakes. It is the in- 
tention of the Commission to take large quan- 
tities of black bass early in Jane from the in- 
land lakes, where they are running in large 
shoals, and ie gt them to waters where 
there are none. r.

The bridge nuisance was at its hight y ester-

The witness, in answer to Mr. Boutell’s ques- 
tion, told to what extent the patching had cone 
while he was at the buildme. The patches were 
put on with shellac, which became soft in time, 
and the patches became very loose. He remem- 
bered putting his hand underone and it came 
out very easily. 

In regard to the sawing, the witness stated 
that some of it was well done, but more of it 
was not first-class sawing, aud had to be worked 
over with achisel. The sawing in the large porti- 
co stone was about the worst he had ever seen. 
The saw wobbled“ or ran,“ because the saw- 
ing was not carefully done. It was to the 
contractor’s interest to furnish large stone, 
because it saved stock, and be got pay for the 
sawing besides. In fact, it would have paid the 
contractor in the matter of saving in stock 
iteeli, provided he had gotten no pay from 
the Government for the sawing. The coping in 
the attic, as he had seen it a short time ago, was 
in poor condition. The stone was scaled, and 
some of it was otherwise defective. Reed, 
Mueller’s master-mason, seemed to have con- 
siderable personal influence over the men who 
worked under him. 

. Mr. Swett, who had come in by this time, took 
up the crose-examination. The witness, in re- 
nly to bis questions, said that the best stone in 
the building was in the third story. The worst, 
if there was anything worse than the attic, was 
in the basement. The stone improved in quali- 
ty as it went up until it reached the attic, where 
it was very bad. The stock in the basement 
and attic would come pretty near a tie as to 
badness. The first and second stories, and per- 
haps some of the third, were built when Potter

lap, A. B. Meeker, W. L. Brown, J. K. Bartis, 
and Horatio Pratt, Receiver of the Coal Com- 
pany, to wind up the affairs of the Company. 
He says that on the 5th of October, 1878, he re- 
covered a judgment in the Cireuit Court of Wilk 
County for $1,947.82 against the Company, 
which has never been paid. The Company prior 
to September, 1877, issued 300 bonds tor $500 
each, secured by mortgage on all its coal-mines, 
cars, fixtures, ete, and these bonds were 
delivered to A. B. Meeker, the. President of the 
Company, to be negotiated, Only twenty-four 
were sold, however, the amount realized there- 
from being $25,500, and the remainder, as it 
subsequestly appearal, were hypothecated by 
Meeker to secure his individual indebtedness. 
In his bankruptcy schedule Meeker el the 
Company owned him $80,000, secured by 198 of 
the first-mortgage bonds. In September, 1877, 
a judgment for $80,498.88 was entered up by 
confession against the Company iu favor of 
Jenkins and Fay, Medker’s Assignees, the note 
having also been made by Meeker, as President 
of the Company. An execution was immediate- 
ly issued but returned unsatisfied, although the 
Comjany had a large amount of property at 
the time, and a creditors’ bill was filed under 
which Horatio Pratt was appointed Receiver. 
The complainant charges that this creditors’ 
bili was filled, and the Receiver has since acted 
solely iu the interest of A. B. Meeker and of 
and stockholders, to the exclusion of the cred- 
tors; that only one report has ever been filed 
by the Receiver. The Company filed an answer 
admitting the charges of the bill, and only Perry 
H. Smith and George L. Dunlap, two stock- 
holders, have contested the suit. The Receiver, 
in his report filed last March, stated he had col- 
lected $58,477.85, and paid out all but 6442.83. 
He has paid the interest on the bonds, and has 
been oberat ing the mines the same as though 
no proceedings in court were pending. Their 
capacity is about 1,000 tons ai day. 
Meeker has settled bis firm indebtedness by 
composition, but his individual creditors are vet 
unpaid, and it is charged that he is t.ying by 
means of this creditors’ bill to force his own 
creditors and those of the Company to settle at 
25 cents on the dollar. Complaivant therefore 
asks that the good faith ot this large judgment 


against the Company may be ip into, that 
Meeker may be compelled to account for all the 
bonds bypothecated by him, that a proper per- 
son may be appointed Receiver of the Coal 
Company, and that its affairs may be wound up 
for the benefit of its crediters.

Thereare plenty of towns with 
more or less social life, and villages with village 
life, and summer resorts with the Visiting and 
gayety of the city transferred there during the 
summer months. But for neighborhoods, where 
throughout the year social life goes op, and 
guests come and depart, and there is a genuine 
country life, such as the early chronicles of the 
Hudson describe, we hardly know of one. The 
grand places are almost unsalabie. Several 
above the Highlands have been turned into 
brickyards; some will be cut up and sold in 
village lots; the owners of some have given up 
their parks for timber cutting; others are simp- 
ly a burden of $2,000 or $3,000 a year on their 
proprietors for support. One superb place. 
looking into the opening of the Highland, with 
grounds and views not surpassed in Europe or 
America, has just been offered for a mere 
fraction of its value,—$75,000,—and will prob- 
ably be swaHowed up by that lover of rural 
scenery, Mr. Jay Gould.

Into 
the United States Lung-Plague was imported 
from Holland in 1848, by infected Duteh cattle 
] in Brooklyn; in 1½7, by cows imported 
into. New Jersey by Thomas Richaréson; in 
1850, again in Brooklyn, tv English catue; and 
finally, in 1859, by four Dutch cows imported 
into Mdgsachusetts by W. W. Chenery. From 
these fous importations the disease has been al- 
lowed to spread in Masachusetts,—where it 
has since been stamped out,—in New York, New 
Jersey, Delaware, the District of Columbia, 
Maryland; Virgiaia, and Pennsylvania. Aga re- 
sult, England and Canada have prohibited the 
importation of live cattle from the whole United 
States, and all the Westem States of the Union 
are in constant daeger of becoming invaded by 
that destructive plague, by shipments of cattle 
from the East, or by infected railroad-cars, etc. 
Its contagiousness is such that, if it ever should 
gain a foothold in any of the great cattle-pro- 
ducing States west of the Allegheny Mount- 
ains, it will scarcely be possible to prevent its 
spreading over the whole country; and then it 
will be next to impossible to stamp it out, and

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‘The Necessity of Action by the Gen 
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AN ENGLISH SENSATION. 
The Very Hard Case of Thomas Moran. 


Bosten Herald. 

It is not often that a pauper-convict has the 
bonor of drawing the notice of the British 
House of Commons all to himself, and on two 
occasions. Yet assuredly the case of Thomas 
Moran merited the exceptional attention which 
it revived. We do not remember to have come 
upon a more cruel and pitiable instance of the 
pression of poverty by the law. On the 23d 
ult, Thomas Moran, a laborer, with a lunatic 
wife and six young children, was summoned be- 
fore the magistrates of the Police, Court in 
Chester, the county town of Cheshire, and the 
centre of English squirarchy. The prosecuting 
officer of the Chester Union charged this hap- 
less workman with having willfully neglected to 
contribute toward the sapport of four of his 
children, who were living’ In the workhouse at 
the expense of the patepayers. All six of the 
children were taken into the institution on 
Sept. 11. Two came out after a short stay, and 
since then have been maintained, in whole or in 
part, by the father. The others remained at the 
poorhouse, and Moran engaged to vav the au- 
thorities $2.50 per week toward their sustenance. 
But upto the date of the summons, though 
often sskefl and always promising, he had only 
handed in $3,50 all told. The prosecutor haled 
him before the magistrates for punishment un- 
der the provisionsof the Vagrancy act. The of- 
ficial story ran straight enough, as beseemed a 
page from the short and simple annals of the 
poorhouse. 

The defendant’s plea, however, put a very dif- 
ferent face upon the delinquency, Moran proved 
his inability to pay by the records of the Court 
that was trying him. He showed that on Sept. 
18, just one week after the admission of his chil- 
dren to the Union, the police found him lying in 
the market square of Chester bleeding from a 
ruptured blood-vessel, and carried him to the 
hospital on a stretcher. After his discharge 
from the infirmary he was for some time 60 
weak that he could not obtain employment, 
Then a hard frost set in, and threw him out of 
all chance of work for three mouths. Thus, of 
the eight months since September, he had pass- 
ed nearly six in compulsory idleness. Naturally 
he had fallen in debt for his own subsistence 
and the partial support of the two children who 
were living with him. Heowed $20 for food and 
clothing. He could earn no more than $5 per 
week, even when employed every day, aud, on 
the average, his earnings did not exceed $4 
or $4.25 per week. e police describe 
him a steady man, alweys ready to 
turn his hand to any work that presented itself. 
Moran closed his pathetic defense by an impres- 
sive declaration: ‘I asked the Guardians for a 
few weeks, that I might get a cottage and a few 
sticks together and take my children home. 
But they said I must come into the workhouse 
myself. As the time was just coming on when 
I couid get work, I did not want to do that. I'l 
pay regularly in the future any sum which the 
magistrates think I can afford.” ‘The reader 
will probable conclude that the worthy magis- 
trates wiped their eyes and drew out their porte- 
monunaies. Well, not exactly. ‘They put their 
heads together, and, after that momentary 
formation of a pavement, the Mayor of Chester 
announced their decision and sentenced Thomas 
Moran to imprisonment for one month, with 
hard labor. Ihe wretched laborer burst into 
tears, and cried out: For God's sake! gentie- 
men, give me a chance. I was never in 
prison in my life. It you send me there I shall 
lose my work. Give medime, and I'M pay it all!“ 
The second appeal, like the first, fell upon deaf 
ears, and he was removed below, still pleading 
for mercy. 

But the reporters of the press were neither 
deaf nor unmoved. ‘The Chester Chronic.e pub- 
lished a full account of the trial. ‘The corre- 
spondenis of the London journals informed the 
metropolitan press of the diagraceful decision 
of the Cheshire magistrates, Public opinion 
took fire at a flash. In Chester a subscription 
list was opened under the auspices of the rever- 
end orecenter of the cathedral, and a cousidera- 
ble sum was pledged for the relief of the :mpris- 
oped man.
